TT is not often that the Senate indula;« 
^ in such healthy debate over a presi- 
dential appointoent as it did in the case 
of JQj»iA. ,^eCQn.e -. director of the 
Central InMligence A^ncy. 

When there is controversy over a 
President's Choice for high Government 
post, it usually is political. Not in this 
kse. All 12 of the votes against com 
firming the McCone appointment were 
cast by Democrats, and some of these 
were based on extraneous i-easons. 

Our impi*es^on of Mr. McCone^ abili- 
ties are decidedly favorable. ^ So the 
Senate's decision to appi-ove him seems 
tp us correct. 

But we were even more improved by 
the alignments made by the chief dis- 
senter, Sen..Eugene McCarthy of Minne- 
sota. He made an outstanding case for 
his principal point: Tliat the CIA, under 
the present system, is under practically 
i|o survdllanc^ at all hy 

i As we understood him, the Senator 
was not necessarily opposed to the 
McCone appointment. He was ORiwsed 
to any man holding this job without the 
Senate having a more jipmplete knowl- 
edge of his detailed views on national 
policy— so long as Congress, or at least 
a responsible committee of Congiiess, 
does not have a constant miew of the 
piawnA r in which the CJA is opei'ating,

and how well it is can-ying out its 
purpose. 

"The liecoid shows,” Sen. McCarthy 
.said, “that this agency has been aj^hcy- 
.making One and has had gi*eat influence 
on policy." 

The CIA has been described as swond 
only to the. President in power and im- 
‘PQittance. Yet it in 

complete seci*ecy-~not only from the 
public, but fi-om Congress. It writes its 
own ticket. .Its budget is seci‘et—even 
the total. Its pemonnel is jsecret. 

Now no one is proposing, wrtainly 
not Sen. JIcCarthy, that the CIA func- 
tion in a goldfish bowl— as ownly m 
other departments d^or should. The 
’'.Senator proposed a joint committee of 
Congress to keep tabs on the agency, as 
similar .committees do in other areas. 

“After all,” he said, “we have.a wpi-e- 
sentative democracy and in major dcci- 
' sions, whether domestic or international, 
some concuiTence and some participation 
on the part of Congress have clmly 
lien involv^ from the very beguimng.' 

Our intelligence, gathered and evalu- 
ated by the CIA, is the basis for mu^ 
of our foreign policy. Or should be. It 
is the basis for military decisions. Or 
should be. Congress has a heavy duty 
in these :areas. Congress ought J o know 
what's going on.
